With the best disposition in the world

with the bond feature eliminated. This 
fact is causing the administration great 
uneasiness, and the statement is made 
that the possibility of adverse action 
in the full body of the senate is a source 
of much anxiety. The president laid 
before the cabinet the Information he' 
had as to what is to be looked for from 
the senate, and expressed the hope that 
there would be a satisfactory majority 
tor the bond provision. Should it not 
become a part of the law. many urgent 
preparations for the war will have tobd 
held back. The money to be secured 
from bond sales, it is represented, Is 
needed imperatively for the execution 
of the plans mapped out, and adverse 
action by the senate would be likely to 
interfere—unless the money is other- 
wise provided and by as speedy methods 
as the issuance of bonds—with the se- 
curing of the freedom of Cuba through 
the dispatch of large detachments of 
troops there, the expenditures on ac- 
count of which would be very great. 
The administration is anxious to im- 
press this fact upon congress in order 
that ample revenues may be at hand for 
a vigorous prosecution of the war. 


There was considerable gratification 


evident at the session at the general out- 
look. There was a strong belief that 
the Spanish fleet, instead 
of sailing 


across the seas to intercept the Oregon, 
or to come Into the waters near here to 
begin operations, would be found eventu- 
ally to be progressing for some point 
closer to Its own possessions on the 
other side of the ocean.

Key West. May 7.—Commodore Wat- 


son last night received 
orders 
from 


Washington to instantly release the 
French mail steamer. Lafayette, tho 
captain of which persisted in trying to 
un the blockade and acted 
so 
sus- 


piciously when interrogated that it was 
decided to bring his vessel to this port. 


The capture of the vessel turns out to 


have been an unfortunate incident, re- 
sulting from a mistake; but no protest 
has been made by the representatives 
' the French government in the United 


States. 
The ofllciahjjiere declare that 


this will close the affair. 


It appears that before the Lafayette 


sailed for Havana the French legation 
in Washington was instructed to com- 
municate with the state department. 
This was done and 
permission 
was 


granted to the steamer to enter and 
discharge her passengers and cargo, 
with the understanding that she would 
take on nothing there. 
Instructions for 


the fulfillment of this agreement were' 
sent from Washington to Admiral Samp- 
son's squadron; aiid It was only learned 
after the capture was mado that they 
were never delivered. 


Of the 188 passengers on board the 


Lafayette, 78 are for Havana, nearly 
all being young Spaniards, who say they 
are going to Cuba to engage In mer- 
cantile pursuits. 
When surprise was 


displayed that such was their mission 
at this time, they merely shrugged their 
shoulders and vouchsafed no further ex- 
planation. 


So far as the ship's manifest shows, 


she carries no contraband of war, but 
with such an Immense cargo It was Im- 
possible to make a thorough Inspection. 
Nothing In the way of arms or ammuni- 
tion was found on hoard.

Boston, May 7.—A petition was pre- 


sented in the house y-.-.-ti-rday for K gis- 
lation for the revision of the laws tcla- 
tivv to contagious disease-: :'moi:g do- 
mestic animals and the otliccrs L harmed 
with the enforcement of the >ame. The 
committee on rules reported 
almost 


immediately in favor of suspending the 
rules to admit the petition. A bill was 
then presented which virtually abolished 
the cattle commission, rt pealing the acts 
of 1S94. The new bill further provides 
that no city or town shall require the use 
of tuberculin in the examination of cat- 
tle, unless at the request of the owner. 


The lower branch 
substituted 
two 


bills relating to the express bus.ness for 
the adverse report of the coir-.mittee (tn 
railroads. One was the house b.l'»'•»' 
grant to all express cnnvan'es equal 
privileges on railroads in M issachusetts 
and the other was the house bill relative 
to express business on railroad 
and 


steamboat lines. 


The bill to provide for the manufac- 


ture of gas by corporations and the bill 
relative to the capital sti ck of certain 
public corporations were rejected. The 
senate accepted without debate all the 
reports of the committee on taxation that 
no change be made in the taxation laws 
of the state. There were 10 reports on 
petitions of various kinds on all of which 
the committee reported 
unfavorably. 


With the exception of one small bill the 
taxation question is now disposed of for 
the year.
